Report Shows Cost 
Of Living Up In 
‘ F. Bay Area 


The rise in the cost of living in 
Los Angeles and San Francisco 
during the first two years of the 
present world war has been almost 
exactly the same as during the 
first two years of world war I. 
This was disclosed by H. C. Carr- 
asco, chief of the division of labor 
law enforcement, in 
a report released today tracing the 
trend in the cost of living during 
I and the present war. 

The report indicates that, as in 
the last war, the upward spiral of | 
retail prices gradually is gaining 
momentum,

In September 
in Los Angeles 
areas were up approximately 7% 
per cent over the 1939 level. In 
terms of purchasing power, the 
consumer’s dollar in these two} 
cities in September 1941 secured 
only 93 cents worth of the goods 
$1.00 bought in 1939. 


Since September 1941 the cost of 
living has risen another 3 per 
cent, bringing the level more than 
10 per cent above 1939 and reducing 
the purchasing power of the dollar 
90 cents. 

From 1914 to 1916, living costs in 
Los Angeles and San Francisco 
areas increased approximately 7 
per cent. After 1916, however, sky- 
rocketing retail prices raised living 
costs in these cities to almost 
double their pre-war level by 1920. 

Other findings disclosed by the 
are: 

Food prices have risen more 
during the first two years of the 
present war than during the corre- 
sponding period of world war I, 
San Francisco housewives in Sep-| 
tember 1941 were paying approxi- 
16 per cent more for food 
than in 1939. During the first two

Employers’ Refusal To 
Recognize Law Is 
Main Difficulty 


Refusal by employers to obey 
laws guaranteeing workers’ the 
right to organize still constitutes 
one of the major causes of strikes, 
it was revealed this week in a sig- 
nificant study published by the 
department of labor, 


Half the walkouts during the 
first eight months of 1941, the 
study showed, arose. principally 


out of workers’ demands for recog- 
nition and union _ security —to 
which they are entitled by law 
or against efforts by bosses to in- 
timidate unionists, in violation of 
the Wagner act. 

In other words, if employers in 
these instances had abided by the 
nation's laws, 50 per cent of the 
stoppages for the period 
might have been averted. 

Few Jurisdictional Clashes 

Contrary to the claims made in 
propaganda by foes of labor, only 
2 per cent of the strikes during 
the eight months—involving a 
mere four-tenths of 1 per cent of 
the workers who walked out—were 
caused jurisdictional 


the report disclosed. Sympathy 
strikes were less than 1 per cent of 
the total 

Wage and hour’ controversies 
were responsible for 35.8 per cent 
of the strikes. In most instances, 
|} these walkouts resulted from work- 
ers’ efforts to get pay boosts in 
jline with the rising cost of living. 


Another important disclosure was 
that by far the greatest number of 


strike took place in non-defense 
industries, with the textile indus- 
}try, which is one of the low-wage,

Thanks to the FBI and local 
police forces, there has been very 
little sabotage, as yet, in the United 
States. 


Fifth column work, although it is 
running rampant in certain news- 
papers and magazines, has not 
taken an effective toll. 


Those powerful private groups, 
those large corporations that have 
been proven and so charged by 
Assistant Attorney General Thur- 
man Arnold as hampering national 
defense during the first ten months 
of the U. S. war effort have finally 
been swung into line (to a degree). 


AFL, railroad and CIO unions

The government is welded into 
one party and hitting on all six- 
teen.

Men must get to work. And there 
certainly should be a remedy for 
those thousands of workers who 
must travel ten, twenty, fifty and 
|more miles to work - and the 
same distance to home, every day. 
This is a loss of rubber, of gas, of 
|car mileage, and most important 
of man-power spent in time and 
travel along the already crowded 
highways. 

That this last paragraph con- 
tains terrible truths is a _ well 
known and discussed fact.

We are making no rosy predictions for the coming year. America is at 
war. We are at war with the meanest bunch of cutthroats that ever 
banded together in the history of the world. They are going to stop at 
nothing in their efforts to destroy us because they know that if they 
lose they and everything they stand for will be destroyed. 

In such a war, the going is bound to be tough for us. But if it hurts 
to give up many of the privileges and gains which we have achieved in 
the past, we can remind ourselves that life under totalitarian rule 
would be a million times worse. 

All of us must realize by now that we are fighting our own personal 
battle in this war. Our lives are at stake. Our way of life hangs in the 
balance. 

In such a war, there can be no half-measures. Every one of us must 
give all he is capable of giving. There can be no thought of sitting back 
and taking it easy and letting the other fellow do the sacrificing and 
risking. 

Labor Takes the Lead 

Labor, we are glad to say, is not sitting back. It is taking the lead. 
It is showing the American people by prompt and convincing action 
that the nation’s army of workers can be depended upon in this critical 
emergency. 

Searcely had the echoes of the Japanese bombing of Pearl Harbor 
reached American shores, when the leaders of the American Federation 
of Labor got on the move. While congress was still considering declara- 
tions of war against the Axis powers, President William Green sent out 
a summons for a special meeting of the executive council and an extra- 
ordinary convocation of the presidents of all affiliated national and 
international unions. 

The executive council drew up a declaration on war labor policy 
which was sweeping, uncompromising and clear to everyone. On the 
following day, the officers of the American Federation of Labor and 
its constituent unions adopted a unanimous program which constituted 
a clarion call to the nation’s service. 

This program called for the utter defeat of the enemies of democracy; 
for all-out aid by labor to America and her allies; for no interruptions 
of production by strikes and lockouts, and for settlement of industrial 
disputes by peaceful means through the medium of a war labor board. 

The wisdom of this leadership was evidenced by the results. Within | 
a few days, a conference of labor and industry representatives called by) 
President Roosevelt reached agreement on a plan substantially the | 
same as the one offered by the American Federation of Labor. 

Enlisted For the Duration 

As this is being written, President Roosevelt is about to name the new | 
war labor board. The American Federation of Labor and its unions} 
have pledged themselves to abide by its policies and decisions

There can be no question that the five million rank and file members 
of the federation will live up to the spirit and letter of labor's wat 
commitments. 

These men and women are the ones who have sent their sons and 
brothers and loved ones to fight in America’s armed forces. They have 
read with pride of the gallant conduct of American workers when the 
Japanese attacked at Pearl Harbor, at Guam and at Wake. They will 
remember this every day and every waking minute of the day They | 
are giving their flesh and blood to this war. They will give their) 
strength and their skill and their savings just as unhesitatingly 

The year ahead may not be a pleasant,one. But we cannot escape 
thrill of pride as we see a new spirit of unity developing in America, a 
readiness to forget old quarrels, a willingness to submerge selfish 
motives, an eagerness to pitch in and do the job. This spirit is the 
essence of America. It is invincible. May it wax in might and effective 
ness during 1942 and teach the enemies of human decency a lesson that | 
never will be forgotten in the memory of man!

Labor will have special cause to 
remember Pearl Harbor because 
on the fateful morning of Decem- 
ber 7, when the treacherous Jap- 


anese rained sudden destruction 
from the skies on that Hawaiian 
base, thousands of courageous 
American Federation of Labor 


workers ignored danger, stayed on 
the job, and fought ljke heroes 
against the enemy. 

This was attested to in an offi- 
cial report by the navy department 
which gave details for the first 
time of the bravery and exploits 
of the building trades and metal 
trades workers stationed at Pearl 
Harbor during the murderous raid. | 

But the glow of pride which all 
American Federation of Labor 
members felt on learning this news | 


tribute to the fighting qualities of 
the workers at Wake island when 
they claimed they had captured 
1400 American soldiers and ma- 
rines on the island.

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$25.000.000 For 
Detense Bonds 
Voted By I.L.6.W. 


The 300,000 members of the in- 
ternational ladies’ garment work- 
ers’ union will buy $25,000,000 in de- 
fense bonds in the six months be- 
ginning January 1, David Dubinsky, 
union president, announced. 

Purchase of the bonds was auth- 
orized unanimously by a meeting 
of the union’s general executive 
| board. Mr. Dubinsky said that the 
purchase of the bonds would con- 
stitute the largest single loan to 
the federal government by an 
|organization of individuals in the 
history of America. 

The executive board pledged that 
every union member will in the 
|next six months contribute at least 
two weeks’ wages toward the pur- 
chase of the bonds. The average 
wage of the union members is be- 
tween $31 and $32 a week; which 
would make the average contribu- 
tion at least $50. This would raise 
more than $18,000,000 and would 
be sufficient to pay for bonds that 
in ten years will mature with a 
value $25,000,000

Arguments of sweatshop employ- 
ers that federal labor laws prevent 
;overtime work were exploded this 
| week by a department of labor re- 
|port which showed that in nearly 
every major defense industry aver- 
|}age hours are well above 40 a week. 
| The report disclosed that the 
average work-week in the machine 
|tool industry is 51.8 hours; in ma- 
{chine tool accessories, 51.3; fire- 
jarms, 50.4; engines and turbines, 
|46.9; shipbuilding, 45.4, and aircraft, 
| 45.2. 

These increases in the hours 
worked have occurred despite legal 
requirements that time and one- 
| half wages must be paid for over- 
time, thus taking the ground from 
under the demands made by some 
chiseling bosses that labor stan- 
dards must be suspended to speed 
up production.
